numbers of meteors usually ap- 
pear on the nights of Jan. 2 and 
o, Says Prof. Clinton H. Currier of 
Brown University. This seasonal 
recurrence he explains by the fact 
that the meteors travel in elliptical 
orbits around the sun and their 
orbits at this time of the year in- 
tersect that of the earth. 

A theory is that the periodic nar- 
rowing and widening of meteors’ 
glowing trails is due to the fact 
that the masses are rotating and 
are brighter in some spots than 
others. An attempt will be made 
to verify this theory by photogra- 
phy.

Louis contractor, who was found 
guilty with Forbes, appealed with 
Forbes and both must go to pris- 
on unless they obtain a stay of 
sentence to prevent their removal 
to Leavenworth penitentiary. 

Federal Judge George Carpen- 
ter before whom they were tried, 
sentenced each to two years in 
prison and fined 
each, “ 

Supreme Court A 

Thumpson already has 
to the United States Supreme Court 
on the ground that his, constitu- 
tional rights were violated in the 
search of his office by partment 
of Justice Agente. 

The decision was written b~ 
Judge Evan A. Evans, who, with 
Judges A. B. Anderson and George 
T. Page heard the appeal last No- 
vember. 

Among the more important as- 
signments of error sub ed by 
the defense, were allegations that 
Judge Carpenter was prejudicial in 
his instructions to the jury and in

Ruling of Court.

“Defendant Forbes was director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau, the chief 
ofa board authorized to locate hos- 
pital sites and to let contracts for 
the cohstruction of hospital build- 
ings. Congress appropriated $17, 
000,000 for this purpose. The ap- 
propriation for this department 
was later increased, and the bureau, 
with Forbes at its head, pald out 
$455,000,000 in one year,

‘A FATAL ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 

The tragic accident on Thursday in the Bank of 
Commerce Building, in which John If. McCluney 
plunged to death down an elevator shaft seems to be 
chargeable to the operator's inexperience. ‘The ele- 
vators in that building are hydraulic. The operator, 
a 17-year-old girl, had run an electric elevator, but 
Thursday was her second day on a hydraulic ele- 
vator, 

The -operator’s story, confirmed by a passenger, 
is this: She had stopped at the eighth floor in an- 
swer to a signal. As Mr. McCluney was about to step 
into it the car suddenly shot up. The fatal fall fol- 
lowed. ; 

The operator, presumably, touched the lever. This 
presumption is strengthened by the fact that electric 
elevators for the most part are equipped with safety 
devices which lock them fast, preventing either 
ascent or descent while the doors are opened. If 
such device is installed in the Bank of Commerce 
Building it was out of order and responsibility must 
be placed on negligent inspection. | 

It is a deplorable accident. This comment is not 
‘intended to accuse anyone. It is imperative, how- 
‘ever, that every reasonable precaution be taken 
against the repetition of such an accident. Obviously, 
operators should not be placed in charge of ele 
-yators until competent to handle them. Obtiously, 
too, all practical devices for the safety of passengers | 
ought to be installed.
